CENSUS REPORT 


ON NEWSPAPERS 


By a report by the census bureau- 


at Washington which is expected to 
be made public in the course of a 
weelt, a great gain in the number 
of newspapers 
published 
in the 


United States .is shown, and inci- 
dentally a compliment is paid to the 
western section of .the country. 


The greatest gain in th3 number 


of newspapers and publishing plants 
has been made in that section. Mas- 
sachusetts, according to the present 
census, will have to yield . its place 
at the head of the list to Iowa. The 
Hawkeye state, 'in proportion to its 
population, 
has more 
newspapers 


than any state in the Union. 


The total number of printing estab- 


lishments in the United States, as 
will be shown by the forthcoming 
census report, is 23;916, a gain 
of 


7,916 during the ten years ending 
1900. ... The last census showed only 
16,000 
printing . 
establishments. 


These establishments..include job. 
"printing, newspaper and book pub- 
lishing .plants. Census officials point 
out that the greatest' gain Iras been 
made in the west, and this section 
is shown to have 
marie immense 


strides. 
;Iowa, in proportion to its 


•population, has twice as many news- 
papers as Massachusetts. 
The big- 


gest increase in the printing estab- 
lishments has been in the newspap- 
er fields. 


The report will also show that there 


are approximately 30,000 grist mills 
In the country, an enormous increase 
over the number ten years ago. The 
schedules on this subject have not 
yet been entirely edited, and 
the 


exact -figures are not known. 


There are approximately ' 
40,000 


breweries in the country. 
The cen- 


sus office is expected to issue its re- 
port on manufactures within a few 
days. 
It is looked for with consid- 


erable interest, as it is ihe most im- 
portant report which the census of- 
fice will issue, next to the report on 
the population. 


Among the most important features 


will be that on, the average wage 
scale throghout the country. 
The 


entire 
number of employes in the 


United States will be given, togeth- 
er ' with their average wage.
